BURbETTE, HUMORIST OF 


A PASSING GENERATION 


BORN TO YEARS AGO. 


Robert ,.Tones Burdette, one of the 


most popular of humorists of a gen-; 
eration that is passing, and the con- 
temporary of Josh Billings, Bill Nye, 
Mark Twain and other famous nine* 
teenth century fun-makers, was '-born- 
seventy years ago today, July 30, 
1844 at Greenfrboro, Pa. In his boyr 
hood he removed to Peoria, 111., and: 
lived in that city "at a time when, an- 
other famous man, Col. Robert G. In- 
gersoll, was just'beginning his career; 
Both of .Peorla's famous 
"Bobs" 


marched away,, to the front at the out- 
break of the war between the States. 


Mr. Burdette 
began writing as a 


member of the staffs or several news- 
papers In Peoria. - 'Later he went to 
Burlington, la., and became associate 
editor of The Hawkeye, and ;it was 
in that position that he laid the foun- 
dation of his fame as a humorist. :His 
clever paragraphs ana sketches -were 
widely copied, and the 'Burlington 
Hawkeye Man was as celebrated 
as 


the Atchison Globe Man, Ed Howe, is 
among the readers of today. Mr. Bur- 
dette was offered positions by many of 
the greatest newspapers of the land, 
and finally, joined the staff of the 
Brooklyn Eagle..T In 1876 he began to 
lecture and in his day he was almost 
as popular on the platform as -Mark 
Twain.

The humorist turned from the plat- 


form to the pulpit in 18S7, when he 
was licensed as. a minister of the Bap- 
tist church. He:was ordained in 1U03 
and -became pastor of the Temple 
Baptist church at ;Los Angeles, .becom- 
ing pastor emeritus in 1909..

In political life the deceased was al- 


ways a staunch Democrat, and had 
"lequently been importuned to stand 
for election as Mayor of N 
Tev ark, but 


steadfastly 
declined to accppt 
the 


lomination. He was, however, willing 
:o ser\e the cin 
as a non-salaried 


servant and was elected in 1S97 to the 
:ity council, when he became at once 
t leader, in both the caucus and upon 
he floor. His valuable services as a 
member of the city's legislative body, 
vere at once pre-eminent. His un- 
selfish motives, the strict 
attention 


given municipal affairs, his keen per- 
ception of the city's best interests ana 
unrlagging devotion to efforts for 
their accomplishment, made Harry 
Rossel cne of the most popular men 
in Xewark, without regard to politi- 
cal predilections or convictions. 


As a consequence of this confidence 


reposed in him by his fellow citizens, 
he was honored by election to the 
presidency of the city council, when 
that office was made, by the municipal 
code, second to that of major, and in 
lme of succession-to the executive. 


He has served m this capacity ever

Not one but pronounced 
a touching/eulogy or eloquent tribute 
to the deceased as a man and citizen.
